to abandon this policy until eireum-| 
‘stances show that she has driven to 
the Inst extremity. Whatever may be 
the views of the Government's eritis, 
Ils clear that General Chang Chun, 
in his capacity as Foreign Minister, 
has not yet advised that such an ex- 
‘tremity “has been reached.

CHINA'S PROVINCES 


‘Though. the practical’ dimicuities 
facing the, suggestion by the:second 
‘annual convention of the China Polt- 
tical Selene Association, which has 
just adjourned ‘in Nanking, that the 
umber of provinces in this country 
should be increased while their area 
{is reduced, may appear insuperable 
at presont, the suggestion neverthe- 
less deserves a better fate than mere 
docketing away for future reference. 
‘The argument advanced by the as- 
sociation, among others, is that 
China's" provinces are at present 
unwieldy, and there will be few who 
will disagree with it. Provincial 
governors and bureaux in those large 
‘areas of the country where com= 
‘munications are stil primitive eannot 
hope to control and supervise magt 

trates in outlying districts, and asa 
result provineial government in many 
parts is inadequate for its purpose— 
the ‘promotion of the best. interes 

of the people. China is, of cours 
sUill in the chrysalis stage of evolu 
tion from old” to. more efficient 
methods, and there is therefore no 
blame attached to those who are 
ardently working to bring out the 
change as quickly as possible. But 
how can a. provincial » government 
sitting, say, "in Chengtu properly 
control the’ administration of a prox 
Vinee like Szechuen, which is Inrger 
In area than either France or Ger- 
niony? Both these countries are 
‘advanced and industrialized and thelr 
governments have international rather 
than provineial problems to attend to. 
But when the enormous complexity 
of their governments is compared 
‘with Infant administration » in’ Sze~ 
chuen, it becomes startlingly obvious 
what ‘a tong way China has to go. 
Comparisons of the areas of some 
Chinese provinces with some 
European countries is illuminating. 
Szechuen “has an area of 218,839

Square miles, -Kwangtung 100,000 
square miles. Put these beside the 
leading European countries: | France

NANKING PLENARY SESSION 


Foreign Minister Hopes 


for Adjustment of Sino- 


Japanese Relations in Speech 


Nanking, July 11. 

Hope for a readjustment of Sino- 
Japanese relations in _consonanee| 
‘with lasting peace in Eastern Asia 
wag expressed by Gen, Chang Chun, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in re 
viewing before the C.EC. ‘Plenary 
Session this morning the line of the 
government's forelgn policy during 
the past six months. 

Gen, Chang began by referring to 
the broad policy formulated by the 
Fifth National Kuomintang Congress 
last November which to the 
following effect: 

“Peace will not be forsaken by 
China until there is no hope for 
peace and the idea of sacrifice will 
ot be lightly embraced until China 
is driven to tho last extremity 
‘where sacrifice is inevitable. Never- 
theless, there must be a limit to 
China's struggle for peace beyond 
whieh the country will be compelled 
to make the necessary sacrifice for 
the sake of its existence. 

"The Government's foreign policy 
during the past six months, Gen. 
Chang declared, has “been ‘strictly 
based on the line defined above. 

‘Upon assumption of his office, Gen. 
Chang added, he proposed that both 
China and Japan should endeavour 
to effect a thorough readjustment of 
their relations through proper diplo- 
matic channels, and preliminary ex- 
changes of opinion with Japanese 
officials during the recent months: 
have been centered upon the pro- 
posed readjustment. 

SUI Room For Negotiations 

Gen, Chang then proceeded to. 
describe Japan's polley towards this 
feountry and the direction in which| 
It has been moving, making a de- 
tailed analysis of the present position 
in comparison with that which pre- 
valled last Winter. 

‘The Chinese Foreign Minister is 
understood to have concluded that 
while the situation in North China 
‘was still unstable due to the large 
seale smuggling and the unwarranted 
increase of Japanese troops, obser- 
vations in other flelds nevertheless| 
indicated that there was still room 
for diplomatic negotiations. 

In conclusion Gen, Chang express- 
ed the fervent hope that responsible 
Tenders In both the Chinese and 
Japanese governments would, through. 
proper channels, strive for a mutual 
ly beneficial readjustment of their 
Telations in order gto ensure the 
peace of East Asia. 

‘At the same time, 
Minister hoped that ' all Chinese 
would make concerted efforts to 
preserve the existence of their nation 
and to lay a lasting foundation for 
political stability in Eastern Asia.

CHINA’S INCOME TAX LAW 


Text of New Measure Passed by Legislative Yuan: 


Three Classes 


Nanking, July 11. 
‘The following is a free translation 
of the Income Tax Law, which was 
passed by the Legislative Yuan at 
an extraordinary session on July 9:

the marchings and counter-mar- 
chings in Hunan and Kiangsi is not 
to be lightly dismissed. General

‘encourage the idea of revolt against 
Nanking. No doubt, in according 
‘with traditional requirements certain 
financial adjustments will be made.

Never- 
theless it will, no doubt, consider 
‘the proposals and in due course 
formulate an answer to them 
Chinese critics who favour neither 
side have pointedly urged, that, at 
a time when the problem of 
external aggression is acute, it Is 
criminal folly to dissipate resources 
by making even a show of civil 
war, ‘The argument is that the men’ 
‘and munitions so marshalled in an 
internecine struggle would, if com- 
‘bined and properly directed by a 
unified command, prove effective 
instruments of resistance against 
Japan or, at any rate, adequate 
moral support in stopping the drift 
to ever-increasing compliance with 


















































Japanese demands. It is generally 
recognized that the Central Gov- 
fernment by General Chiang Kai 
shek’s inspiration has endeavoured 
to take a realist view of the situ 
tion and to seek means for honour- 
able co-operation with Japan. 
General Chiang Kai-shek, all along 
has made no secret of his convic- 
tion, based on personal knowledge 
of Japanese military achievemests| 
and his own by no means negligible 
jstudy of military science, that] 
advocates of armed resistance to 
[Japan are not cognizant of the im-| 
plications of their demand and are 
actually misleading their own coun- 
trymen. This docs not imply that| 
the Central Government adopts a 
‘counsel of despair. It suggests that] 
‘General Chiang Kai-shek and his| 
Jcolleagues are prepared to exhaust, 
Jall possible means of arriving at a| 
friendly understanding with Japan 
before calling upon the country to| 
approve a forlorn hope. This at- 
titude has the more justification 
because signs are not wanting that 
Japan is ready to place economic 
‘co-operation in the forefront of her 
programme and therefore is in- 
‘clined to adopt diplomatic methods| 
of approach rather than persist in 
‘the technique which, however: 
effective in. Manchuria, might be 
embarrassing in China proper. 

Tt is obvious that nothing could’ 
‘more readily inspire Japan to re~ 
‘sumption of the armed argument| 
than such demonstrations as have 
been staged in South China lately 
in the name of patriotism or such 
naive discussions of the possibility 
of waging war against Japan as 
have been inevitably invoked in the 
Chinese press as the result of 
‘South-West manifestoes, Japan does 
not show any particular anxiety. 
‘She contents herself with a formal 
diplomatic warning. She is thus 
restrained, perhaps, because 
is agreed that Kwangsi’s lip- 
service to Japanophobla merely 
covers certain peculiarly acute feel~ 
ings of animosity against the Central 
|Government as a whole and General) 
Chiang Kai-shek in particular, it 
fs believed that the present crisiz 
‘will be overcome by means of some 
financial adjustment. Dollars will 
be applied to plaster the afflicted 
soul in patriotic torment. in the 
interests of peace and the country's 
need for a Government free to con- 
duct negotiations with Japan, this 
may be immediately desirable.” The 
reports that aeroplanes from the 
South have signified their pilots’ 
disapproval of civil war by repair- 
ing to Nanking indicate a real: grasp 
of the basic evil of the-situation. 
Kwangsi may be quietened by the 
terms proposed by Nanking. What 
guarantee has Nanking or the 
country at large that on some 
future occasion another military 
demonstration will not be made to 
illustrate to the world China's lack 
of national unity and inability to 
control her internal feuds? The 
Central Executive Committee will 
deserve well of the country if it 
can arrive at some means whereby 
political dissatisfaction with the 
Government in power ean be ex- 
pressed in normal fashion and ni 
by the cumbrous process of staging 
a full-blooded civil war at enormous 
‘cost to both sides, even if the in- 
tended combatants refrain from 
actual hostilities at the eleventh 
hour. With this end in view pro- 
vision might be made for using the 
ability, influence. and counsel of 
Teaders outside the ordinary party 
ranks. That is the only real per- 
manent solution, although, before 
it can be devised, the present crisis| 
has to be cleared by such forms of 
compromise and adjustment as can 
be immediately brought into play. 
‘The Central Government has shown 
much forbearance and statesman- 
ship in meeting the challenge of the 
South. ‘There is every reascn to 
believe that it will successfully 
emerge from the ordeal without 
having to proceed to extreme 
measures which, indeed, it has been 
solemnly adjured to avoid by all 
who appreciate and work on the 
basis of its policy of tolerance.

‘appreciate the resourcefulness and 
patience which, stimulated by the| 
cordial and broadminded attitude 
‘of the City Government of Shang- 
hai, have brought about tho] 
amicable settlement of a highly| 
delicate issue.

PALESTINE’S. PROBLEM 
July 14. 

Before the War the Arabs of 
Palestine lived under Turkish dom- 
ination, The population of the 
country was about 650,000 of whom 
some 60,000 were Jews living 
mainly in the self-governing settle- 
ments under a scheme financed by 
the Rothschild family, Generally 
the two races were untroubled by 
political issues. ‘The Arabs chafed 
under ‘Turkish rule but accepted 
it, until, during the War, the 
exigencies of — politico-military 
strategy induced the Allies—and 
particularly the British—to hold 
‘out promises of independence. Let 
it at once be stated—for there is: 
much misapprehension on the 
subject—that Palestine was ex- 
pressly excluded from these pro~ 
‘mises, ‘The Arab interpretation of 
letter from Sir Henry MacMahon 
was officially corrected by Mr. 
Winston Churchill as Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in 1922: 
“the whole of Palestine west of the 
‘Jordan was thus excluded from Sir 

Tt has 
falso been suggested that the out- 
come of the meeting between the 
then Emir Feisul ond Dr. Chalm 
Weizmann of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion in January 1019, gave some 
sort of colour to the notion that an 
agreement between the Arabs and 
the Jews had boen reached with 
valid influence on the future of 
Palestine. ‘The agreement was not 
ithoritative for the simple reason 
that Emir Feisul—as he recognized 
might happen by the reservations 
altached to his signature—did not 
turn out to represent the Arab 
peoples of Asia, Lawrence, ike 
the British Government, forgot or 
rather underrated Ibn Saud. ‘The 
Supreme Council of the Allies gave 
the Palestine Mandate to Great 
Britain in 1920 with the addition 
of a rider that: the Mandatory 
Power should itself be responsible 
for giving effect to the Balfour 
Declaration of 1917. ‘The Mandate, 
confirmed by the League Council 
in 1922, eame into foree in Septem~ 
ber 1923. 

‘Thus the British Government, as 
the Mandatory, is committed to the 
terms of the Balfour Declaration 
which was contained originally in 
‘a letter of November 2 1917 ad~ 
dressed by the Earl of Balfour to 
Lord Rothschild and ran thu: 

Hig Majesty's Government view 

with favour the establishment in 

Palestine of a National Home for 

the Jewish people, and will use 

their best endeavours to facilitate 
the achiovement of this object, it 

‘being clearly understood that noth 

ing shall be done which may pre- 

fudice the eivil and religious rights 
of existing non-Jewish communities 
fa “Palestine or the rights and 
litical status enjoyed by the Jews 
‘any other country. 
‘The cumulative effect of the 
various undertakings given by the 
British Government found expre: 
‘sion in what might be termed a 
three-fold objective: independence 
for the Arabs, a national home for 
the Jews and self-government for 
the people of Palestine—comprising 
both Arabs and Jews. In July 1920, 
the army administration of Palestine 
was ended by the appointment of 
‘a High Commissioner with a nom~ 
inated Advisory Council, consisting 
of ten British oficial members, four 
Moslem Arabs, three Christian 
Arabs and three Jews. A con~ 
stitutional scheme put forward by 
the High Commissioner (Sir Her~ 
bert Samuel) in 1922 had to be 
abandoned owing to an Arab boy- 
ott, The British administration 
therefore continued to carry on the 
Government as before. ‘The Jewish 
community is represented by an 
official Jewish Agency, recognized 
‘under the Mandate, a national com- 
mittee being appointed by an As- 
sembly elected by the Jewish 
population which, in 1935 had risen 
to 375,000 from 83,794 in 1922, The 
Arabs have rejected the idea of a 
similar Arab agency and pin their 
faith to various organizations out 
‘of which in recent months an Arab 
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‘Supreme Council has been created, 
but it must be remembered that as 
there are no less than five different | 
Arab parties complete unanimity is 
not secured, Palestine was quict 
until the time of the Walling Wall 
outbreak in August 1029. The effect 
of that tragedy was {0 postpone con~ 
sideration of constitutional changes, 
Tt brought about the appointment | 
of a Royal Commission (presided 
over by Sir Walter Shaw) which 
made certain recommendations 
published on March 12, 1990. A 
Commission set up by the Council| 
of the League on Moy 15 of the 
same year, reported on August 25 
in criticism of the British Man- 
datory's fulfilment of its obligations 
toward the Arabs. Meanwhile to 
ive effect to the Shaw Commis- 
sion’s recommendations, Great 
Britain, through the then Prime 
Minister, Mr, Ramsay MacDonald, 
firmed’ her intention to carry out| 
the terms of the mandate and “do 
equal justice to all sections of the 
population in Palestine.” She de~ 
puted Sir John Hope-Simpson to 
report on land settlement, land im~ 
migration and development and, 
in the meantime suspended im- 
migration into Palestine. ‘The, 
Hope-Simpson report aroused 
Jewish criticism for in advocating 
intensive development of rural 
Palestine, it emphasized the need 
for patience and it held that no 
‘margin of land was available for 
Nor was the 
Brilish Government more fortunate 
with its own statement of policy’ 
Issued with the report and, after 
some controversy Mr. Ramsay Mac~ 
Donald, in the early part of 1931 
‘gave an authoritative version which 
removed tension and uncertainty. 
Relaxation of the tension was 
facilitated by the exceptional 
prosperity enjoyed by Palestine in 
the next two years—at a time when 
depression prevailed over a great 
portion of the world elsewhere. 
‘Success was achieved too in in- 
ducing a certain number of Jows 
‘and Arabs to work in harmony on. 
agricultural, railway, commereial 
‘and industrial development, but 
frletion tended to increase. In 
October 1933 the increased rate of 
Jowish immigration led to disturb- 
‘ances but the authorities took 
‘emergent action and order was soon 
restored, In the early part of 1934 
the reduction of Jewish immigration 
effected in the normal course of 
adjustment under the declared 
policy, evoked protests and strikes 
in the Jewish communities. How~ 
‘ever, in September of that year, the 
Jong-deferred municipal elections 
‘were held and last Decomber (1935) 
the High Commissioner felt that the 
new councils were working well 
enough to justify a further step 
toward self-government, His pro~ 
posals were not palatable to the 
Jews who thought that they gave 
the Arabs undue advantages. The 
British Government in response to 
criticisms in Parliament decided to 
set up a Royal Commission to re~ 
port on the whole problem, ‘That 
decision was announced on May 18, 
but the disorders which had broken 
‘out on April 15 when Arabs held 
up some Jews on the Nablus Road 
greatly increased in intensity and 
extent. On June 9 Mr. Ormsby- 
Gore announced that the restora~ 
tion of the Administration's 
authority was a condition precedent 
to the appointment of the Commis. 
sion, ‘That seems to be the situa~ 
tion’ as it now stands. ‘The new 
régime has brought Palestine pro- 
sperity to which Jewish enterprise 
‘and capital have made good con~ 
tribution, Nor have the Arabs| 
failed to benefit, as the increase in| 
the Moslem population trom under. 
{600,000 in 1922 to over 800,000 
in 1035 amply shows. The problem. 
is racial and political and the two 
chief diMculties relate to land 
tenure and immigration. ‘The Jews, 
in the present disorders, have been 
the victims of flerce attacks by the| 
Arabs and have displayed consider-

‘As the family gathering and Coun- 
cil of the Empire the Conference is

Last month the House of Lords’ 
discussed the possibility of limiting 
It not prohibiting the reading of 
speeches in its debates. Quointly 
enough this discussion produced 
some of the best sspecthes ever 
heard in the House and the whole 
debate was at an exceptionally high 
level. Nor did a single member 
resort to the written speech. ‘The 
Interest of thelr Lordships’ observ 
tions lay not 90 much in thelr 
treatment of the case for or against 
read speeches -as_ in the= piquant] 
revelations with which they adorn 
ed thelr arguments, . There _s, 
sometimes, much misapprehension 
con ‘the subject. 
‘which depends’ on. no. notes. or 
manuscript 1s. nots: spontaneous 
as the artistry of the orator sug- 
ests, Burke's impassioned orations| 
‘were usually-committed to paper’ 
Defore he ventured to address the 
House. It is a commonplace that 
budget speeches—not only in .the 
House of Commons—are learnt by 
heart, The late Lord Birkenhead 
jumped into fame byt virture of a 
‘audacious maiden speech _ with 
which the then unknown F, E. 
Smith truculently chastised  the| 
victorious hordes of the party op- 
posed to his own shattered 
remnant. Every word of that] 
speech had been carefully prepared 
and practized by the young cham-| 
pion ithe night before. In. later 
years he retained the art, Having 
{o make a speech on an important 
topic, he gave a correspondent an 
advance typed copy running into 
several foolseap pages and asked! 
that his speech as delivered should 
bbe. checked with the manuscript 
before publication. The reporter 
eventually returned to the offee 
with the ‘comment that Lord 
Birkenhead had not deviated 
by a syllable from the manu 
setipt. Indeed he had even pre~ 
pared for and accurately worded 
‘an interruption and. his answer. 
‘The exigencies of debate must limit| 
the extent of this method of pre- 
paration, but the point to note is 
that the reading of the speech 
rather than the elaborate prepara-| 
ton of itis the real eause of com- 
plaint, 


Speaking for the Government 
with a diMdence which he at 
tributed to his comparatively recent| 
elevation to the House of Lords, 
‘Viscount Halifax pointed out that, 
in making official pronouncements 
of considerable importance. and 
complexity, it was probably 
essential that the precaution of| 
yeading from manuseript should be| 
taken. ‘This certainly has the 
advantage of guarding against the| 
‘experience of the late Duke of| 
Devonshire who, being asked to 
state the policy of “Her Majesty's 
Government” in regard to a most 
important European crisis, relied on| 
his memory and made an interest~| 
ing stalement to the House. As he| 
sat down his sleeve ‘was tugged by 














‘The eloquence] f 
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nis parliamentary private secretary’ 
and a whispered conversation 
followed. Immediately His Grace 
rose and, hardly concealing his 
boredom, intimated to their Lord- 
ships that in regard to the state- 
‘ment just made by him they should 
note that it represented the exact 
reverse of the policy of Her 
Majesty's Government. On 
certain famous oceasion—Viscount | 
{Halifax's predecessor in the Vice- 
royalty of India had reason to 
remember it—M:. David Lloyd 
George, as Prime Minister, was to 
make from a carefully prepared 
manuscript, a considered state 
‘ment on British policy in India, of 
which country Mr. Lloyd George 
always’ had the vaguest notions. 
‘An emotional accident caused him 
to throw the manuscript aside, and, 
fon his own account, to deliver 
a most eloquent, epigrammatic and 
by no means inaccurate speech on 
India, her future, present and past 
For several weeks afterwards un- 
fortunate Government officials in 
India from the Viceroy downwards 
had to expound the meaning of the 
Lloyd-Georgian phrases to highly 
suspicious Indian politicians and| 
Legislatures. Lora Halifax’ point| 
was good, but there is every ground 
for asking that, in reading a speech, 
the Government spokesman should 
‘endeavour to give the proper shades: 
of expression and, above all, should 
appear to understand what he 1s 
yeading. ‘The private member who 
perpetrates—or attempts to per- 
petrate—the reading of a speech. 
eserves no quarter whatever. 
‘After the debate in the House of 
Lords it is exceedingly unlikely 
that he will get it. 

In the course of the debate the’ 
disclosure was made that so often 
official statements are committed to 
paper because, owing to the com- 
plexity and ‘volume of public 
business, the statesman charged 
with making the speech has not 
had the time to master the subject 
under review. It was also observed 
that the development of the use of 
the stenographer had tended to 
relieve this strain by inducing men 
to throw off certain items ef in~ 
formation in the course of dicta- 
tion. Having thus recorded. the 
facts on paper; they feel that they 
canbe acquitted of any obligation | 

charge: thelr  over-burdened 
memory with them: “ It does not| 
take much imagination to perceive] 
that this inevitably enhances the 
superficiality. of public utterances 
‘and the artificiality of: discussions, 
whether in print or through oratory. 
Tt does not apply to politicians 
alone. The question, however, Js 
whether the world Is right in per- 
mitting this make-believe to go 
unchecked. Should not something 
be done to relieve the strain on 
the heavily worked Cabinet Mini 
ster—or humbler politician? The 
danger of reducing everything to 
the formula of advance preparation 
cannot be ignored. Some believe 
that it has played a large part in 
bringing the proceedings of the 
League of Nations into disrépute. 
‘The other day in the House of 
‘Commons the debate on ‘*Sanetions” 
was electrified or galvanized by one 
of Mr, Llayd George's most brilliant 
essays in invective, satire, ridicule 
and eloquent petriotism. — Bur 
the rules gave the House only three 
hours for the discussion. Mr. 
Baldwin had arranged to wind up 
and had actually prepared his 
speech on philosophically disarming| 
lines. Playing for safety, Mc. 
Baldwin dared not risk the highly 
‘complex machine by departing from’ 
his brief. The Government could 
not be defeated, but the damaging 
attack of Mr. Lloyd George remain 
ed unanswered except by a 
sentence or two of chivalrous com- 
pliment paid by Mr. Baldwin be- 
fore plunging into the prepared 
apologia, And it should not be 
forgotten that this tendency to 
exclude improvisations and to settle 
everything in advance has directly 
cleared the way for the abuse of 
democratic machinery by dictator- 
ships.

Some very interesting, if not ill- 
uminating, notes may be made trom 
cut and dried foreign trade statistics 
for the Kwantung Leased. Territory 
that have just been issued by the 
Kwantung District Government.

Sugar and Silk Outstanding 


Sugar and silk (rayon probably in- 
cluded in this’ classification, though 
not specifically mentioned) stand out 
8 any revelation would in an offeial 
release, Remembering that they are 
not produced locally and that Mans 
choukuo depends on Japan for these 

mmodities, the following totals, 
pecially for exports, would seem 10 
warrant more publicity than merely 
to be quoted among a whole list of 
other figures:

Much of Silk Re-exported 


Most of the silk imported here seem 
to have been shipped out again, for 
‘while ¥.6,104,000. worth were’ im- 
ported duting the four months trom 
Sanuary to April ¥.5,087,000 worth 
Were exported, leaving a mere Y. 
017,000 ‘worth for the local market 
and for storage. Most of the ex- 
ported silk left here in April, for 
Which month the outgoing total was 
valued at Y.3,540,000, or more than 
Gouble the tolal import for the month 
of Y.1,714,000. 

‘The’ statistics naturally do not 
reveal the destinations of the ex- 
ported commodities. However, Man 
choukuo's total purchase from the 
Kwantung Leased Territory for the 
‘month of April has been returned at 
¥.1,061,000 while China's is reported 
at ¥.10,131,000. The inference is that 
‘Manchoukuo could not have absorbed 
any too much of the sugar and silk, 
what with varlous other’ purchases 
she probably had (0 make during the 
month in review. While Japan, 
Egypt and Buropean countries bought 
‘many million yen worth of goods 
from, this territory during April, it 
is hatdly likely they bought much of 
anything other than grains, beans, 
peanuts and soya bean by-products, 

Manchoukuo was a poor customer 
in April, She ranked tenth with a

LUNG-HAI RAILWAY 
OPENING 


Modern Trains Between: 
and Hsuchoufu 
Fnost un Own Comsrowomr 


Sianfu, She., July 2, 
Yesterday the fine new ‘trains’ of 
the Lung-Hai Railway commenced 
running and they make this line the 
most up-to-date in China. ‘Two com- 
plete trains, cach of nine coaches, 
came up by slow stages and were 
waiting here for the day. ‘They have 
been inspected and admired by a 
number of people including Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang, Shao Chu-hai and 
Gen, Yang Hu-chen, ‘The whole 
train is green outside and includes a 
special guard car and a strong room 
for valuables, Later a special parlour 
‘and observation car will be attached. 

‘The running schedule has been 
altered and six hours knocked off in 
the through journey to Hsuchowsu. 
There are now three trains each way 
each day. ‘The new Green Express 
arrives at 340 pam, railway time, 
fand leaves Sian daily at 8 am. 
which avolds the former midnight 
start, ‘The through train now leaves 
Sian at 320 pam. and there will be & 
slow train in and out as before, Since 
June 4, the Tine has been open 10 
Hsingping and very soon traing will 
be running west to Wukung. By the 
end of the year the terminus will bo 
fat Paochi where it will probably re- 
main for a while as road construction 
through the southern mountains will 
be a slow and expensive task, 

Handsome Railway Station 

‘The railway station at Sian is near- 
ly finished and looks very handsome 
with its broad platforms, green tiled 
roofs and vermilioa pillars. A curi~ 
‘ous accident occurred here while men 
were unloading mail. Something in 
one bag exploded Killing one man 
and injuring three others. It was not 
a bomb for no fragments of metal 
were found in the wounds but some 
‘one apparently had been gullly of 
sending explosives by ordinary parcel 

post, 

‘Ail round the station is a new town 
of coalyards and matsheds far from 
beautiful. “Among them rises the 
smoking chimney of the big flour 
mill which has such efficient ma- 
chinery that scarcely anything is done 
by hand and few workmen are need 
ed. ‘They have, however, it would 
‘seem, no smoke ‘consuming plant and 
the smoke is carried by the prevail- 
ing winds right across the city. 

Not far away is.the great cotton 
mill Delonging toa Szechuen firm 
which owns several others in China. 
It, has cost. $2,500,000 and soon is to 
employ 800 hands, mostly young girls. 
Conditions of labour are good accord- 
ing to Oriental standards, ‘The work- 
ers who live in the mill have spacious 
7m | dining and recreation rooms and their’ 
dormitories look into large court 
yards. Each gitl looks after twenty 
Jooms and in spite of the noise and 
@ust they seem healthy. One day in 
ten is thelr own and it is a pity that 
they cannot have the Sunday rest 
which ig the right of workers in the 
West, ‘There is a day and night 
shift and the machinery has no rest 
exeept every tenth day when it is 
attended to, 

New Bulldings Erected 

‘The city continues to develop and 
many new houses are going up, quite 
a few with thelr own garage attach 
ed. Prominent among the new build 
ings is a large Girls Normal school 
‘and the engineers’ offces of the 
Lung-Hai Railway in ultra-modern 
style, all straight lines and yellow 
stueco, In the Lotus Pool Park a red 
brick "tower has been erected in 
memory of Yuch Hsi-fong, a revolu- 
tionary’ general who was’ Killed by 
bandiis when Governor of Honan, 

It is rather remarkable that the 
only modern memorials in the city 
aro of soldiers. Gen. Yueh was i 
Shensi man coming from Pucheng, us 
does Gen, Yang Hu-chen and this 
monument which is striking, but not 
beautiful, was erected by personal 
friends, 

Reds SUlll In North Shenst 

Conditions in the north of the 
province are much better. Someone 
who had lived at Fushihsien all 
through the Red occupation of the 
istrict recently came down by motor 
in two days.

Bag of Bones Said to Be Mortal Remains: His)

atrange, interesting” Snd_ mysterious 
things arrive in this border town, but 
last ‘Tuesday's bag caused quite a 
sensation. “The bag of bones was 
presented to Gen, Li. the Hunanese 
commander on the ‘frontier, and 
demand was made for $30,000, "The 
bay was sald to contain human’ bones 
and was ‘brought down from Kanze, 
Wwelve days northwest of Tachientu, 
and at present held by the Com: 
munists under Hsu, 

‘The frst point to be solved was— 
whose bones were in the bag? Were 
they human ‘or were they” animal? 
‘And as $80,000 were involved the 
issue was’ somewhat Important. The 
man Han who brought the bones to 
‘Tochienlu “maintained they were 
human and it he could substantiate 
this with all the necessary evidence, 
apparently he had aright to the 
reward of $90,000, ‘The authorities 
were doubtful and strongly of the 
opinion that the bones were animal 
As there was no Arthur Keith on th 
horizon. to determine the difference 
In” structure, if any, between an 
‘animal and @ human bone, the ques- 
tion still hangs fire. 

Coineldental Announcement 

Also on Tuesday a notice appeared 
fon the ‘street announeing the arrival 
of the Nola Lama in Tachienlu that 
day, To. say the” populace was 
thuniderstruck is putting it very:

TWO FUKIEN BANDITS: 
EXECUTED 


Despatched in Province's 
Ordinary Manner 
Frost Our Own Consestoxoest 


Putien, Fu, July 1 
‘A previous lelter mentioned. that| 


two ‘bandits were caught by the 


guards in this city as they were try- 
{ng to break into a house. They were 
duly executed a week lator. One was: 
aged eighleen, the other 22, and. 
either of them wished to die, The 
‘more notorious criminals have thelr 
heads cut off, to be displayed in pro-| 
minent places, but these two being, 
ordinary bandits were executed in the 
usual way; that is they knelt down 
and were despatched by a revolver 
bullet. 

‘Another bandit raid occurred tast| 
week at a place called Yellowstone, 
six miles from this city. A number 
of men armed with revolvers appeat-| 
fed at dawn before the residence cf 
the local official, who had infuriated 
the people by his oppression, The| 
Place was guarded by six soldicrs, on| 
‘whom the bandits opened fire. Five 
of the soldiers were killed im- 
mediately, and thesisth, shot through 
the hand, fell to the ground feigning, 
death. 

‘The bandits did not examine the 
bodies, and after they had gone, the 
wounded soldier got up and made 
his way to the hospital in the lly.

Danger to Foochlatien Wharves 


‘There is great danger thi 
wharves at Foochiatien. will become 
useless within a few years owing to 
the amount of sand ‘brought down 
by the rivor each year, causing, the 
river to become voiy shallow.

water is high, If measures are not 
promptly taken, the wharves will be 
‘almost valueless and the thriving city 
of Foochlation will lose its im- 
Portanee. Tt is doubtful, however, 
‘whether anything can bo done in this 
matter, ag the course of the river bed 
would’ have. to be altered to bring 
back water to the city side, and the 
sum required for such an undertake 
ing would probably be too great to 
make it worth the expenditure,

But _ the 
united forces under Generals Sun- 
Wel-yu and Feng Chin-chal were 
‘competent enough to stay thelr ad- 
Vance, “The Reds were obliged to flee 
toward the north. 

Bandits Desert to Government 


On February 13 and 14, the division’ 
under Gen, Hsiung Chen-ping won 
an overwhelming victory while 
searching the outskirts of Tsetien- 
tseng. Following this defeat, a group 
of bandit leaders went over to the 
Government army. ‘The country 
folk, formerly compelled to show 








seeming allegiance to the Reds, were| - 


by this time completely converted. 
‘The number thus converted was over 
10000. “An influential Red’ leader 
‘was captured in an engagement near 
Lienhuashih. In the. Chenning and 
Ninghsien areas, the cavalry "under 
Gen. Ho Chu-kuo also had dealt 1 
severe blow. 

‘After these defeats, the Reds flew 
‘eastward in the direction of Shansi. 
By the end of March, all the Im- 
portant bandit leaders, such as Mao 
‘Tee-tung, Peng Teh-hal, Shu Hal| 
tung and Lin Biao had succeeded in 
leading their remnant forces across 
‘the Yellow River. In view of the 
‘change of condition, order was given 
fo blockade the western bank of the 
Yellow River so as to make it im- 
possible for them to recross. 

‘Three Toute armies consisting of 
six divisions were placed under’ the 
command of “Gen. ‘Ho Chu-kuo to 
complete the line from Fuhsien to 
Haishushlh before April 20. And by 
the end of the same month, they 
were ordered to drive all the rem- 
nants {0 the area north of Taipen- 
tseng and Yangchuantseng. But while

Capital Increases Five-fold 


‘West of the city a new town is 
springing up. ‘The district north of 
the city which had been set aside 
by the Chinese for industrial deve- 
Topment has suffered a severe set 
back. Many of the plants there are 
closed, while an extraordinary num- 
ber of new factories have sprung up 
In the new industrial district west of 
the railway. Capital invested in 
‘commercial enterprises is estimated 
to have increased five-fold and the 
various industries also show invest 
ments of over five times the amount 
‘of capital invested before the Muk- 
den Incident. 

Only a short time ago, it was an- 
nounced that Japanese investments 
in Manchoukuo, during the last four 
years, have amounted to over Y.000,- 
‘000,060. A tabulation of these invest 
ments during the last four years 
shows a number of items listed 

‘Investments in shares,” “Sales of 
shares and debentures of companies 
in Manchuria.” and a number of 
other items of which a considerable 
portion have been expended in Muk- 

len. 

‘The strong continental policy of 
Japan is expected to cause Japanese 
Investments in this country to con- 
tinue. Reports from the rte 
ment of Finance indicate that the 
forelgn trade of Manchoukuo now 
shows a favourable balance, though: 
the exports do not yet exceed the 
imports by that lberal margin which 
obtained in the past. 

‘One factor which cannot but bene- 
‘At commercial emterprises in this 
district is the payment of heavy sub- 
sidies to the Japanese colonists, 
which are expected to be sent here 
in accordance with the Army's

A JAPANESE SHOT OFF DIXWELL ROAD 


Landing Party Turn Out 
Surroundings 


‘A. young Jopanese clerk was shot 
from behind and fatally wounded 
early on the night of July 10 by an 
‘Unknown assailant in Chapel, and, a5 
fa result of the crime, the Japanese 
Naval Landing Party ‘turned out in 
large numbers, in full campaign kit, 
Jn ananner reminiscent of the early 
ays of the Nakayama case last 
November, 

Tho vielim, Kosaku Kayau, a 32- 
year-old employee of the Milsubishi 
‘Trading Company, was shot through 
the back of the head at 8.15 o'clock. 
in Asla Li, Chi Mel Road, just a few 
stops north of Dixwell Road, Ie was 
carrying @ tiny Japanese infant at 
‘the tUme of the attack, the child of 9 
friend living In. the ‘neighbourhood. 
Only’ one bulllet was fired, lodging in 
the left frontal lobe of tho brain, and 
‘blood Issued from the wound so as 19

‘Two Witnesses 


‘The infant's brother, aged Ave, 
‘also was with Kayau ‘at the tim 
nd may prove an” important wit 
ness of the attack, Neither child 
‘was injured. A Japanese 
Who was In the poorly lighted lane 
only a fow yards from the scene of 
the crime, saw the flash from the 
‘would-be murderer's gun, but she did 
Rot get @ good look at the assailant 
himself and was not even able to 
‘say whether more than one person 
artleipated in the attack, 

‘Settlement police from the Dixwell 
Road Station, close by, were the frst 
to be called {o the scene. A Chinese 
physlelan was summoned by a foreign 
Sergeant and he at onco realized the 
‘seriousness of the wound. Kayou was 
conveyed in a rickshaw to Foo Ming 
‘Hospital and attended there by Japan- 
ese physicians and Dr, T. Mt Burton.

Chinese Witness Quesitoned

“He was sent to the 
Bureau of Public Safety on July 11 
for questioning. 

According to the puller, a Chinese 
police officer sald, the Japanese 
clerk was walking in Chi Mel Rood 
from Dixwell Road together with a 
boy about. cleven or twelve years 
of age. ‘The witness was walking 
jn an opposite direction. As they

Relleved of Routine 
At a meeting of inspectors of sub- 
stations on July 12, Inspr. Liang 
again urged ‘them to exert thelr 
best efforis in the investigation, All, 
the inspectors are understood to have 
been relleved of routine duty, so as 
to be able to devote thelr full time 
and energy to the case. Inspr, 
Liang himself is concentrating all 
his efforts on the case. It is learned 
from reliable sources that a reward 
for the arrest of the murderer will 
be offered by the Chinese authorities, 
‘Although the Japanese marines 
guarding the scene of the murder 
had been withdrawn, Chi Mei Road,

No Clues Yet 


‘As the investigation Into the mur- 
der of Kosaku Kayau, a salesman 
employed by the Mitsubishi Trading 
Company, continued on July 13 with 
renewed vigour, various witnesses were 
re-examined but apparently nothing 
‘of vital importance was revealed and 
the investigators were at a. loss to 
‘account for the crime, which was 
committed on the night of July 10, -n 
{ll-tighted Chi Mei Road’ about 140 
feet from Dixwell Road. 

‘A mass of theory has been proffer- 
‘ed, only to confuse the case, and no 
Official ‘explanation has so far been 
advanced. “Kayau, the vietim, was 
‘shot from behind at a time and place 
which gave the murderer a good op- 
portunity to escape—and she did 
escape. Apparently only one person, 
young Japanese woman, was close 
fo the scene at the time, but owing 
to the fact that she did not face it 
when the fatal shot was fired, she

Although no insistence was made 
fon the point, the theory which seemed 
‘the most plausible on July 13 was that 
which saw a relationship between: the 
murder and an attempted murderous 
attack on another Japanese in the 
very neighbourhood at the same time 
of the evening on July 6 last. A 
‘Japanese barber named Kurimoto re- 
ported that night that some-one tried 
to shoot him outside the Peace Apart- 
ments, a house occupied by Japanese 
near the corner of Dixwell and Chi 
‘Mel Roads, but missed fire. Reports. 
‘of this incident were made to both 
the Settlement Police at Dixwell 
Road Station and the Japanese Con- 
Jsular Police, but the alleged culprit 
‘was not found. 

Rewards Offered

operating with other agencies 
solving the murder of Kayau, is 
ported by the fact that rewards have 
been offered by the local Bureau of 
Public Safety for the arrest of the 
murder. Reward nolices were posted 
fon July 13 In important streets of 
[Chapet and Nantac. 

According to the order issued to the 
Publie Safety Bureau on July 13, the 
city Government instructed that re- 
jvards of $2,000 and $1,000 each should | 
be given respectively to any person 
Jor persons who guide the police in 
the arrest of the culprit and to any 
[person oF persons who supply in- 
formation leading to the apprehension 
of the murderer. 

In order to expedite the investiga- 
lion, several high officers of the| 
[Bureau of Public Safety have been 
‘specially assigned to handle the case. 
‘Witnesses were being questioned, the 
latest being the two pullers who con- 
veyed the fatally-wounded clerk and 
a Japanese woman to the Foo Ming|

Anti-Japanese sentiment in China, 
the relations between Nanking and 
the Southwest and the altitude of 
the Chinese Government towards 
Japan were the main subjects dis- 
‘cussed at the opening session of the 
two-day conference of Japanese 
military attaches and resident officers 
which opened in Shanghal on July 11. 
‘While details of the meeting could 
not be learned, a spokesman for the 
office of the military attache deseriy- 
ed the conference as "short but 
significant,” in that i was being held 
simultaneously with "the Second 
Plenary Meeting of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Kuo+ 
mintang. 

‘The gathering was convened by 
Major-Gen, Selichl Kita, military 
fattache, on the occasion of the visit 
to China of Major-Gen. Hisao Wayarl, 
Director of the Second Bureau of the 
‘Japanese Army General Stat, the 
spokesman said. 

“There have been reports tha 
itferences of views existed betwer 
the representatives of the Army and 
the Foreign Office in China in ques 
tions of policy. Such rumours are 
Jentirely unfounded for there exists 
Ja complete agreement between the 
War and the Foreign ministries,

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CHINESE FLAGS ARE 
STANDARDIZED 


Official Explains Reason of 
Movement 


‘The movement for the standardiza- 
lon of Chinese national flags, which 
has been practically concluded in 
districts undor the jurisdiction of the 
‘Shanghai City Government, is expect 
fed to be launched in the ‘Settlement 
and French Concession after a meet 
Ing. of representatives of the Chinese 
Chamber’ of Commerce, the Chinese 
Ratepayers’ Association, the Citizens’ 
Federations of the two districts and 
Chinese official organs. 

‘The purpose of the movement 
‘according to an ofticial, is to educate 
the peaple in the meaning of hanging 
flags, Tt is desired that flags of a 
‘unfiform ‘size be purchased. ‘The 
flags sold by the Government de- 
slgnated factory are all of one piece, 
signifying the integrity of the Chinese 
Sovereignty. ‘They arc of fast 
colours, signitying perseverance and 
the spirit, of the Chinese people. 

Although the majority of Chinese 
national “flags found in Shanghai 
before the standardization movement 
were passable, those found in the 
Interlor were ‘not only of different 
sizes but of poor quality, according 
to the official, Some flags were 
made of different pleces sewed 
‘together and utterly unpresentable, 


First Launched in Nanking 


‘The movement was first Jaunched 
tn Nanking in carly Moy, when 
tender from a factory in Shanghal 
‘was accepted for the manufacturing 
‘of Party and Government flags at a 
‘standard “size and cost throughout 
the country, ‘The business part of 
the movement ig therefore taken care 
of by the factory, while the authori 
‘les are mainly concerned with the pro- 
motion of the use of standard flags. 
Under instructions from the Gov- 
ernment, a Shanghal National Flag 
‘Standardization Promotion Committee 
was formed in June with representa- 
tives from the following organizations: 
the Shanghai District Kuomintang, 
‘Shanghai City Government, National 
‘Aviation League, Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce, Educational Institute, 
Chinese Ratepayers’ Association, First 
nd Second Special District Citizens’ 
Federations, Chinese Ratepayers’ 
‘Association ‘In tho French Concession, 
Bureaux of Publie Safety, Social 
‘Affairs and Education, Agricultural 
‘Association, Labour Union, and the 
Headquarters of the Shangha! and. 
‘Woosung Garrison Commander, 
From June 18, when the movement 
was first launched in Shanghal, and 
up to July 9, over 40,000 national 
{lags have been sold, mostly to shops 
‘and residences in Chapel and Nan- 
tao, During the July 6 and 9,

Eleven Dead in Such 
Accidents in June 


‘One hundred and seventy-five in- 
dustrial and occupational accidents 
‘were reported to the Shanghai 
‘Municipal. Couneif during June. Of 
‘these cleven were fatal, ‘The causes 
‘of 165 are known with suffcient a 
curacy. Ten women were involved. 
‘Tho causes of 108 were investigated 
‘and instruction in preventive meas 
tures was given. 

‘Classified according to industries, 
55, six fatal, took’ place in the 
machinery and metal products trade: 
38, one fatal, on buildings under 
construction: "12, one fatal, in 
chemical trades: '17, two fatal, in 
textile trades, ‘Forty’ accidents were 
astoclated with machinery moved by 
‘mechanical power, but none had 
{fatal consequences, Sixteen persons 
were injured in fires, five ‘fatally. 
Seven received injuries from electri- 
eal causes, one fatally. Seventeen 
‘were injured through falls, three 
fatally: and 38 were hurt by’ falling 
objects, though not fatally. 

‘A worker received burns from 
which he died when he attempted to 
pour alcohol from a partially empty 
fivergalion tin on to a small stove, 
‘The presence of an air-alcohol mix: 
ture in the tin, ignited by fire, caused 
fan’ explosion’ which burst the tin 
‘and inflicted severe and subsequent. 
ly fatal burns on the worker. Two 
other workers were severely burned 
‘when alcohol. was being. heated over 
@ charcoal brazier preparatory to 
being used with essential olls to form 
‘a. mixture for spraying and. perfur= 
‘ing tobacco, 

‘A woman worker In textile mill 
‘was injured on the head by a flying 
shuttle, ‘Four such accidents have 
‘occurred within the past two months.

Mr. K. P. Chen Tells of Recent Washington Agreement: 
Sino-American Formula for Co-operation 


‘Mr. IK, P, Chen, who negotiated the 
Morgenthau-Chen silver agreement, 
arrived in Shanghal on July 11 on 
board the ss. Potsdam. "He was 
‘accompanied ‘by Dr. P. W. Kuo, 
director of the Bureau ‘of Foreign 
Trade of the Ministry of Industries. 
The latter willingly talked to news- 
baper reporters, but the former con- 
fined himself to a written statement 
upon his arrival, 

‘The statement follows: 

“The Chinese Monetary Mission 
fo Washington representing the 
Ministry of Finance ‘was charged 
with the task of “conferring with 
the officials of the U.S, Department 
of ‘Treasury regarding the possibility 
of co-operation between ‘the two 
governments toward the solution of 
‘monetary problems of mutual inter- 
est. Soon after our arrival in Wa: 
ington we entered into conversations 
with Secretary Morgenthau and his 
colleagues who extended to us every 
courtesy and conferred with us in 
& spirit of sympathetic understand- 
ing and co-operation, 


Formula To Co-operate 


“After lengthy conferences and 
consultations, covering a period of 
almost seven weeks, our Ministry of 
Finance and the’ U.S. ‘Treasury 
Departypent found a formula to ‘co. 
‘operate with each other as contained 
in the oficial announcements of 
Minister Kung and Secretary Mor- 
genthau: namely, China agrees to 
enlarge the use of silver and con. 
tinue to maintain an independent 
system of currency while the US. 
‘grees to purchase substantial quanti- 
ties of silver trom China and’ to 
Provide facilities in dollar exchange. 

“These arrangements thus made 
and being carried out will "fur- 
ther increase our gold and foreign 
exchange reserve “with whieh 10 
defend the external value of our 
ew curreney, and ensure ‘the suc- 
cess of our monetary reform, there= 
by ushering in a new era. of 
economic prosperity. They will also 
help toward the stabilization of ‘th 
value of silver in which both China 
and the US. are interested, and pave 
the way for future economle ''co- 
operation between these two friendly 
nations, 

“During our sojourn in Washing- 
ton, President Roosevelt manifested 
@ Keen Interest in our conversations 
‘nd was highly gratined over the 
results achieved, It was a source of 
encouragement that the authorities 
in Washington including the Presi- 
dent, the officials of the Treasury 
and” State Departments as well as 
congressional leaders such as Sena- 
tor Pittman, all showed a deep inter- 
est over the progress in currency 











achieved and were anxious to be of 
assistance to us. The sentiment of 
the American people toward China 
{s also very friendly and sympathe- 
ie.

He joined the 
Somerset Light Infantry in August, 
1914, and served in France and 
Belgium from 1015 to 1617, being 
‘wounded three times and finally in- 
valided from the army with the rank 
of captain, 

‘Mr, Hawker is a pastoralist, an 
Australian ‘term for those who own

used for grazing, as opposed to an 
agriculturist, “He was elected to the 
House of Representatives for Wake- 
fleld, South Australia, in the general 
elections of 1929, 1931, and 1934, He 
held the post of Minister for Markets 
and Minister for Repatriation from 
January 6 to April 13, 1932, and on 
alteration of the title of the’ Depart- 
ment of Markets to Department of 
Commerce, held the position of 
Minister for Commerce from that 
date to September 23, 1932,

Japanese Ship Stands by 
Until Launch Comes 


Answering distress signals holsted 
by the Shanghai yacht Eunice 1, the 
NY.K, Rokko (Maru. stood by’ the 
distressed vessel off the Kiutoan 
Ughtship, 25 miles outside Woosung, 
until assistance to the yacht was 
rendered by a launch which was 
escorting a Foochow junk, The 
Jaunch saw the steamer standing by 
the disabled sailing craft and went 
to the latter's assistance, towing her 
back to Shanghai, 

After running aground and pound- 
ing for two and a halt hours on the 
shoals off the Sheng Tang Beacons, 
Eunice Mf, sailed by W. D. Nell as 
skipper and with W. J, Richmond, 
R, W. Edwards and H.E,D. Adams on 
board, broke the head of her rudder 
‘and became helpless in the nasty sea 
that was running, When the flood 
made, the yacht floated off the shoal, 
and being well out of steamer lanes, 
headsails were set and she made out 
to the channel, where she anchored. 
Distress signals wero hoisted, and 
though several steamers passed het, 
the N..K, “Rokko Maru” was the 
first to answer her signals, This ship 
stood by and signals were exchanged, 
Eventually a roving Chinese launch, 
in atlendance to a Foochow junk, 
saw the yacht’s plight and eft her 
escort to come to ‘the ald of tho 
Eunice If, 


Dangerous Tow 
With the Jaunch in attendance, 
signals were exchanged between, 
Eunice If and the Rokko Maru, and 
the Japanese ship continued on her 
eourse, Tho launch took Eunice in 
tow and a long and dangerous tow 
took place to bring the yacht back 
to Woosung. In the short and nasty 
sea, brought about by the high winds 
over the area, Eunice 11, without 
steering way, was completely out of 
control and the tow line parted on no 
fewer than five occasions, but,at 8 
pam. on July 12, the yacht and 
escort arrived back in. port, 
Eunice IT had set out on the morning 
of July 12 to take part In the erulser 
class race of the $.¥.C, and ran in- 
shore under the Sheng ‘Tong Beacons. 
‘She was below the shoal whon she

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FACTORY AGREEMENT 
NOT APPROVED 


Consular Body Suggests That 
Amendment Be Made 


‘A, modification of the factory-in- 
ction draft agreement, which was 
approved by the Shanghal Munielpal 
Counell, has been proposed by. the 
Consular Body. Sir John Brenan, 
Senior Consul,” in a letter sent to 
Mr. H, E, Arnhold, Chairman of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, sald that 
fas the agreement purported to apply 
Chinese law to ali factory interests 
4n the Settlement regardless of nation 
ality, the effect would be the partial 
abrogation of treaty privileges of 
nationals possessing extraterritorial 
rights, 

‘The suggestion was made by Sir 
John, on behalf of the Consular Body, 
that the draft agreement be amended 
making it clear that its provisions 
applied only to factory” interests 
within the Settlement which are 
subject to Chinese jurisdiction, It was 
Also pointed out that there would be 
no objection to a clause stating that 
the Counell would, with the consent 
‘of the authorities’ concemed, apply 
similar inspection procedure to other 
factories by means of the powers 
vested in the Council by the Land 
Regulations, =, 

‘The full text of ‘the letter reads as 
follows:— 

“In reply to the letter of June 25 
from the Sccretary-General, I have 
the honour to inform you ‘that the 
draft agreement for the application 
of portions of the Chinese Factory 
Act within the International Settle- 
‘ment. has been carefully considered 
by: the Consular Body, and my col- 
Yengues now desire me to reply that 
‘while they have every sympathy with 
the Counell and the Chinese authorl- 
‘les. in thelr efforts to reach a satis- 
factory settlement of this question, 
there “is one important respect in 
whieh they must ask for an amend- 
































ment of the draft. 

“The agreement purports to apply 
Chingso law to all factory interests 
in ‘the Settlement regardless of 





nationality, ‘That in effect - would

11 DEGREES 


Cool Weather Follows Hottest 
Day of the Year 


Shanghai had begun to

‘the ‘temperature would’ remain: low 


for very long, a day's welcome 
relief ftom the warmest weather 
experienced this year was provided 
fon, July 12, Curiously enough, this 
‘sudden and unexpected break in the 
weather occurred just after the 
hottest day, which occurred on 
July 11, when 97.2 degrees Fabren- 
hheit was recorded by the Siccawel 
Observatory, as against a previous 
highest recording this year of 906 
degrees. 

A striking drop in the temperature 
was noticed on July 12, when the 
highest recorded by the Siecawel 
Observatory was only 06.7 degrees, 
with a minimum of 813 degrees, 
‘There was a very marked difference 
between these recordings and. those 
at Holy Trinity Cathedral, where the 
thermometer registered 94 degrees 
Fahrenheit as the highest temperature 
uring the day, and 805 degrees as 
the lowest. 

After a ‘night in which sleep for 
‘most people was made difflcult by the 
sweltering heat, It was refreshing on 
the morning of July 12 tofinda strong 
‘west-northwesterly” wind sweeping 
‘across the city, providing a welcome 
change from the stiflingly hot weather 
‘of the previous day, when there was 
searcely a breath of alr to offer 
relief from the heat. The — breeze 
Drevalled for most of the day, se- 
companied by a sun which was not 
‘uncomfortably warm, while later in 
the day a few spots of rain made 
themselves felt. Shanghal yachtsmen 
took advantage of the ideal weather 
conditions, and had some brisk an 
exciting sailing in a stiff breeze, 
while other sportsmen found the 
cooler conditions made tonnis, cricket, 
baseball, ete, very much more com- 
fortable’ than when the thermometer 
is hitting 95 degrees and more, ‘The

Soldiers and Labourers Said 
to be Responsible

Soldiers and labourers in the area ai 
Feported, in one particular instance, 
tg be occupying the premises and to

‘gdbds. Although it is only known for. 
‘certain that this has happened in one 
hhouse, it is feared others may suffer 
as well, 

When landowners left Chapoo in 
July, 1934, following an order by the 
provincial’ authorities, many lett be- 
hind all their household possessions. 
‘They hed paid a land tax of $150.0 
‘mow and the understanding was that, 
as soon as the fortitying of the zone 
‘was finished, they would be permitted 
to return. ‘They were given receipts

Four Injured, Whilst Twelve 
Are Arrested 


‘A serlous development of the long 
quarrel between the Malwas and the 
Mahjas, the two sections ot fhe Sikh 
community in Shanghai, took place 
‘on July 12, at Miller Road, 
near Tiendong Road, when repre- 
sentatives of the rival parties met 
in-a hand-to-hand struggle fought 
with murderous-looking weapons. A 
number of these afterwards were 
selzed by the police, for the most 
art consisting of lengthy sections 
of iron piping, heavy walking sticks, 
batons, and wooden poles. Fortun- 
ately firearms were not included. 


‘As soon as news “ot the fracas 
reached Hongkew Police Station, a 
general alarm was raised, and the 
Whole station personnel turned out 
fand hastened to the scene. When 
the two bodies of Indians, who were 
lashing at each other savagely with

'TSINPO ROAD AGAIN 
CLOSED 


Ditch Dug Across Highway 
Stops ‘Traffic 


‘The Tsinpo Road, which commences 
‘at the end of the Hungjao Road, to 
the south of the aerodrome, and con- 
tinues as far as the city of Tsinpo, 
‘has once again been closed, and trafic 
from Shanghai is prevented from 
‘using the road by a ditch which has 
been dug across it, The road, which 
‘was opened a few months ago, has 
Deen found unsuitable for thé amount 
of traMe now using it, and this, to- 
gether with the heavy rains of the 
past few days, has made it dangerous 
to motorists and other road users, 


‘As a result of correspondence ex- 
changed between the Kiangsu Pro- 
‘Vinelal Government and the Shanghai 
City Government, a diteh was dug 
‘across the road near the aerodrome 
by the Publle Works Department of 
the latter body a few days ago. It 
is unknown how tong the road will 
remain closed, but the work of lay- 
ing a Mrmer and stronger foundation 
fand a better surface is expected to 
eommence in a few days, the repair 
work being conducted at this end by 
the City Government and at the other 
end by the provincial government. 
‘This Is the third time that the roud 
hhas been closed. ‘The Tsinpoo Bus 
Co, for which it was’ primarily built, 
endeavoured to collegt a toll from 
private car owners shortly after It 
‘was built. Representations were 
made to the authorities by the Auto- 
mobile Club and. other’ interested 
arties, and as tolls were oMelally 
abolished some years ago all over 
China, the bus company was inform 
‘ed that this fee could not be charged, 
‘and a ditch which was dug in the 
interim-was fled in. Later, in the 
course. of negotiations concerning a 
proposed subsidy for the bus com- 
pany, another ditch was dug, but this 
‘was filled in. Car owners who 
endeavoured to motor out to the 
Shanghai Hills recently were con 
fronted with the same*dimeulty, but 
this time it could not be helped.

‘There are many old residents who 
will regret to learn of the death of 
Mr. Erie Pollard Hudson in Kenya 
on May 17 last. Mr, Hudson arrived 
in Shanghai about 1893 from Cal- 
cutia as manager of the local Branch 
of the New Zealand Insurance Com- 
pany. He left here in 1905 to take 
charge of the Company's Branch at 
Capetown and a few years laler was 
appointed London ‘manager and 
Underwriter.

U.S, SILVER POLICY 


INJURIOUS 


Expense Involved Greater 
‘Than Panama Canal 


Washington, July 5. 

Silver purchases of the United 
States were assailed to-day on the 
rounds of excessive expense and 
injurious effect upon this country 
well as the rest of the world, ‘The 
criticisms were made in the report 
‘of an Impartial survey conducted by 
the Foreign Policy Association under 
the direction of Mr. John P, Young, 
& member of the faculty of Occidental 
College. 

Silver purchases, the survey re: 
ported, have cost more than the con- 
struction and maintenance of the 
Panama Canal, and have been 
‘economically Injurious to the United 
States and the whole world. 

‘On the basis of the price prevalling 
when the silver was purchased, the 
report declared, “the Treasury) must 
have spent by the end of June, 1996, 
‘about $575,000,000 in acquiring’ metal 
which was not needed by the Govern- 
ment and which no one wants at the 
resent time.” 

‘Since this country is not on the 
silver standard, the survey pointed 
‘out, “the silver reserves arc as useless 
ar ‘the hoarding of any. other com= 
Moally” by. the Government, The 

voy sold that, instead of encourag- 
ing trrelgn nations to utilize more 
silver, as intended, the United States 
purehlase programme compelled China 
{o abandon sliver entirely and forced 
‘Mexico to substitute the use of pa 
‘money for silver. 

“China,” the report continued, “may 
now assume a role similar to India 
and throw quantities of surplus metal 
fon the market, It wilt then be to 
Jatt for China to g@ back on silver. 

Commenting on China's experience 
with managing her eurreney sinee the 
abandonment of the sliver standard, 
the report termed it “thus far satis:

experience ‘Travellers’ Ald works 
through rather than in competition 
‘with existing social agencies. ‘This 
phase of Travellers’ Aid policy is clear 
to many local agencies. In May, 
representatives of the King's Daigh- 
ters Soclety evidenced their apprecin- 
tlon of the urgent need, in Shanghal 
«for some such service as Travellers’ 
‘Ald, by elting casos and pointing cut 
the effort and: time it would have 
saved them. 

If Travellers’ Ald was just another 
remedial agency, I could understend 
reluctance on the part of Shanghai 
public to sponser its foundation. 
‘While certain of its services are of 
‘an emergency rellef nature, Travel- 
ers’ Aid Is essentially and funda- 
mentally preventive! 

I believe that Shanghai, as have 
other cities throughout the world, 
‘must come to realize that old adage

ted near the Madeleine. No hint of 
charity appeared there and it’ was 
run by a most sympathetic and broad 
minded lady, who even if women 
frequenting the dining-room, did not 
speak to her noted those who looked 
down-hearted or alone, and made it! 
her business to speak kindly and ud

Mbses, Mr. H. A. Reeks appeared on 
‘behalf of the’ recelver of the com- 
pany, which is now in liquidation, 
‘while Mr. Ranald MeDonald appeared 
‘on behalf of the’ defendant, 

‘The statement of claim set out that 
the company was in liquidation by 
virtue of a resolution passed on 
August 29, 1995, at an extraordinary 
general meeting of shareholders to 
the effect that the company should 
be wound up by the court. A petition 
for the winding up of the company 
‘was duly filed on September 13, 1935, 
and on October 7% 1935, the ‘court 
‘made a winding-up order appointing 
{8 provisional liquidator, 

Of the 124 shares in the plaintift 
company, it was stated, the defendant 
owned 72, and Mr. Jasoph Edwin 
Judah, manoging director, had re~ 
istered in his name 48 shares which 
hhe held in trust for the defendant, 

‘On February 14, 1994, the: plaintifts 
‘and the defendant purported to enter 
Into a eontraet by which defendant 
sold to plaintiff 3,000 Belglan 1092 
bonds, Tt was a term of the gontract 
that until payment and delivery of 
the bonds plaintiffs should pay to 
Aefendant interest at the rate of 
seven per cent, per annum in quar 
{erly instalments on the sum of 
$198,000, Defendant was to deposit 
the bonds with the Hongkong and 
Shanghal Banking Corporation in 
‘Nentsin} and should instruct the bank 
to deliver to the plaintifis each bond 
against payment at the rate of $70 
per bond. 

‘This sum was subsequently lowered 
to $03 per bond, A special account 
was later, opened by the plaintiff 
with the defendant, the latter receiv- 
ing. the sum of $44,700 at various, 
dates in his capacliy as a trustee, 
‘At various dates between September, 
1094, and September, 1095, plaintift 
deposited sums of money with the 
defendant against the receipt of 
bonds, the sum of $27,002 finally 
being left over in the keeping of the 
defendant. 


Refusal to Deliver Bonds 


On September 4, 1995, defendant 
refused to deliver ‘any of the bonds 
to the plaintiff against appropriation 
of monies deposited with him, and 
hhad since refused to do so, and had 
lained the balance of the monies 
placed in his Keeping. 

Plaintiff claimed the sum of $27,002, 
this representing the balance on the 
transaction, with interest on the 
special account, interest on the 
Balance itself, an’ accounting of profits 
made by defendant through keeping 
this sum in his possession, a declar 
tion that the defendant was a trustee 
of the sums claimed, and such other 
relief as might be found necessary. 

‘The defence included an admission 
that defendant had received the sum 
‘of $44,700 In respect of a special 
account, but alleged that defendant 
received this sum against delivery”of 
bonds, interest due, exchange oper 
tions and bank charges and for’ the 
purpose of saving interest cone 
tinuously accruing from the plaintitt 
to him. Between September, 1934, 
‘nd February, 1995, plaintiff instruct- 
ed him to deliver bonds against pay- 
‘ment from thig sum, and defendant 
delivered bonds to the amount of 
$17,000, "The defence was for the 
‘most part a denial of all the charges 
Drought by plaintifts, 


Counter-Clalm and Set-off 

Defendant further alleged that he 
‘was entitled to set off the sum of 
$20,410 in respect of the plaintift’s 
failure oF refusal to take delivery of 
785 of the bonds, and of the sum of 
$21,042.20, being ‘the balance due to 
defendant in respect of interest, ex- 
change losses, bank charges, etc. ‘The 
defence brought a counter-claim 
‘against plaintiffs, alleging that by. 
‘thelr refusal to take delivery of 785 
‘of the bonds, they had involved the 
Gefendant in a loss of at least $20,410, 
Defendant claimed that, if the set-offs 
were allowed, he was entitled to 
$12,000; and that if the total amount 
allowed in respect of the set-offs wa: 
ess than the amount of the claim, 






































sum representing the difference be 
allowed, in addition to the sum of 
$42,000. 

A reply and defence to the counter- 
‘claim was also fled. 

‘Opening the case for the plaintiffs, 
Mr. Reeks explained that the plaintiff 
‘company sold bonds to the public on 
the insialment plan. ‘The company 
entered into an agreement with the 
defendant whereby the latter was to 
‘supply bonds to the company as they 
‘were required. For a certain period 
the bonds were delivered according 
to the agreement, but subsequently 
the operations failed, and the com- 
pany’ could not supply these bonds 0 
the public. 

Mr, Recks attacked the pleadings 
of the defendant on the ground that, 
they were not properly drawn up. 
‘The Judge observed that the pleadings 
should have been attacked in cham- 
‘bers, but Mr. Reeks replied ihat it 
‘was necessary for defendant to state 
in his pleadings the facts which 
entitled him to the-money claimed. 
‘The Judge: I must judge on the| 
merits of the case, and not upon the 
form of the pleadings. 

‘Mr. Recks contended -that if a 
material point in the defence were 
not in the pleadings, it could not be 
proved. Counsel for the defence 
must state in his pleadings all the 
points’ upon which he intended to 
rely. For instance, sald Mr. Reck 

there was not a fact in defendant's 
pleadings to show how he came to 
claim $40,000, He alleged that he had 
Incurred a loss on certain of the: 
bonds, but it was necessary for him 
to explain how that loss was incurred, 


Special Fund 


‘The money deposited with the "de 
fendant by plaintift was a special 
fund, and where there was a claim 
‘against a special fund the law had it 
that defendant was. not entitled to 
set off a'elaim - for damages. His 
‘Submission was that these monies 
were deposited with the defendant in. 
his capacity as a trustee. 

Defendant set off in his claim 
certain sums, but sald nothing as to| 
when this money became due. Even 
it he were.able to show this, some 
of the money was due after the date 
‘of the company's receiving order. 
‘All that he was entitled to claim was| 
‘the interest owing on. the $190,000; 
‘which formed the "amount of the 
original transaction. 

Mr,"Reoks next deatt with the fact 
that Mr. Judah, the managing director 
of the piainti company was. trustee 
for, the defendant in respect -of 48 
shares in the company. 

‘Mr, MeDonald: That.is nothing but 
a little cheap prejudice. 

‘The Judge: If Judah is a trusteo: 
for this number of shares, Moses is 
practically the owner of the com- 
pany, except for two shares, 

‘The money for these shares, con- 
tinued Mr. Reeks, was produced by 
the defendant, and at some time or 
other Mr. Judah gave defendant a 
promissory note. There had never 
been any request for payment of this 
note, and his submission was that the 
whole of the company was-a “one- 
man” show. 


Breach of Contract 


‘Turning to the contract between 
the parties, Mr, Roeks said that the 
company had no right to borrow 
to the extent of $129,000, the 
amount of the contract. He’ also 
argued the point as to whether the 
‘contract referred to “an actual cale: 
of an agreement to sell. A letter 
written by the defendant whereby he 
refused to provide any more bonds 
Unless furnished with more money 
‘was produced in evidence of the 
defendant’: alleged breach of  con- 
tract, If he broke the contract, he 
could not sue for damages. 


Referring to’ the set-off, defendant 
claimed that plaintifis refused to take 
delivery ofa certain number of 
bonds, but there had never been a 
request made to plaintiffs to take 
delivery of the bonds,” In actual fact, 
there was no obligation upon plain 
iffs to take delivery of the bonds at 
‘any specific time, and they could not 
take delivery of them unless they 
ould sell them. No time was speci 
fled In the contract. Defendant had 
himself broken the contract, whieh 
wag in fact a fraud upon a third 
party.

Judgment for plaintifis was given 
by Judge P. “Grant ones i HLM.

‘was alleged to have been dis- 
honoured. In the previous hearing 
‘of the case on May 27 this year, 
defendant denied that the cheque 
had been dishonoured, and sald that 
he stopped payment ‘on it because 
the defendant owed him some 
money. The judge then decided 





that there was a conflict between 
the parties which needed to be 
investigated, and the case was ad-

Tn evidence, defendant sald that 
tne had been the sole proprietor of 
a company by the name of Singham 
Brothers & Co, and had employed 
the plaintift as compradore from 
November 20, 3035. According to 
the rent between the parties, 
the plaintiff advanced to him the 
sum ‘of $4547.17, which sum | he 
ddmitied” “having received. ‘The 
money was advanced to him at 
different periods after the agreement 
was drawn vp. 

The Judge observed that there 
was "something nasty" about the 
ease, although the issue was a 
Simple one. Mr. Lowe sald that the 
‘compradore had been employed by 
the defendant, and the defendant had 
‘asked from him more money than he 
was entitled to receive. The Judge 
later stated that the delivery orders 
Issued for the transfer of goods 
from the defendant's office" and 
godown were the decisive factor of 
the ease. On examining the | de- 
livery orders, it was found that they 
were made out between the clients 
of the firm and the defendant, who 
was the proprietor of the company. 
Privity of contract was thus est 
ablished between the defendant, 
and the firm's debtors, and the com- 
pradore was not able to sue for 
money due. Defendant pointed out, 
however, that the compradore had 
made himself responsible for all 
the goods 

His Lordship made an order for 
the debts owing by customers to 
the defendant to be made over to 
‘ther plaintiff, and gave judgment in 
the sum of '$240622, this represent 
ing the amount claimed by the 
plaintiff after the deduction of the 
money recelved by him in return 
for goods sold.

‘The press of each. country, it is 
also stated, will be admitted to the 
other, while economic arrangements 
made will be based chiefly on barter. 

‘The news of the rapprochement be- 
tween Austria and Germany has been 
favourably received in London poll 
tical circles, which are not blind to 
the fact that the agreement means 
}a considerable change in the attitude 
of the Reich towards Austria. 

It is expected here. that Germany 
will launch a big economic drive in 
Austria which will bring. the two.

No Warlike Unions

‘Traders must still walt to see the 
full effects of the new tariff duties

less by the extent to which the Gov- 
ernment expects Britsin to benefit— 
and both the Government and British 
traders do expect that—some other 
trading nation must lose; and, to most 
Australian observers, the loser will 
be Japan. : 

“Judging by Ministerial statements 
the effect will be to check the xe~ 
markable recent flood of Japanese 
fextiles, cotton goods as well as 
rayon, ‘though in rayons-Japan will 
probably remain a heavy supplier. 
What has alarmed the Australian 
Government is not merely the volume 
of Japanese textile imports, but the 
abnormally cheap prices, suMelently 
cheap {0 oust every other competitor. 
‘There are plain reasons for sympathy 
with the Japanese case on general 
grounds; but the cut price level 
provide a problem which closely con- 
cerns not only Australia’s economy, 
Dut that of the whole Empire, upon 
whose markets the great bulk of 
‘Australia’s trade depends. 

Recently Japanese rayon exporters| 
recognized Australia’s diMeully by} 
themselves "imposing a levy upon 
rayon exports.

H.M.S. Kent Leaving, to be Replaced by H.M.S. 
Cumberland: New Draft for Shanghai 
Frost Ove Owx Miusrany Comrstomen? 


London, May 31, 

‘There will be some changes in the 
‘China Fleet this year, consequent on 
cruisers requiring on overhaul, or 
‘coming home for re-commissioning. 
‘The Kent, flagship of Vice-Admirai 
Little, “wilt ‘return home by" the 
fend of the year and will refit at her 
home port, Chatham. ‘The sum to be 
expended upon her has not been an~ 
nounced for so far beyond that up 
Ul March 31 about £36,000 in pre 
liminary work, The eft should run 
well Into” £100,000. 

While the Kent is absent from the 
‘Station, her place will be taken by 
her sister ship the Cumberland, which 
is receiving the finishing touches of a 
Jong and costly refit at Chatham, in- 
cluding partial reconstruction “and 
modification and improvement of her 
armament. ‘The cost of this overhaul 
amounts to the enormous sum of 
£516,930, 

Before the flagship leaves for home, 
the crulser Cornwall will leave the 
China Station for home and a long 
efit. While the full details of this 
crulser’s reft at Chatham have not 
‘been worked out, about £200,000 will 
bbe expended upon her up to March 
31 next. 

‘The cruiser Capetown, Capt 
Bugden, is due home next week for 
‘an overhauling. On completion she 
‘will be commissioned by Capt. 
Cuthbert Coppinger, nsec, for fur- 
ther service on the China’ Station, 

‘A cruiser will be sent from Eng- 
Jand to do temporary duty on the 
China Station in September, 


New Duty for ILMS, Vindictive 
‘The cruiser Vindietive—2o well 
known on the China Station—has been 
selected for conversion into a train- 
ing ship for cadets of the Royal Navy, 
and has just paid off at Portsmouth 
Into ‘Docixyard controt for that pur- 
ose. She will have her armament 
modified, like other of her 10,000-ton 
class, ‘The Vindietive has a rather= 
urlous history. She was built at 
Belfast by Harland & Wolff, Ltd., 
‘Queen's Island, and was to have’ borne 
the name of HLMES. Cavendish, after 
Admiral Cavendish, an old sea dog 
‘of Elizabethan times, but that name 
was changed to her’ present one to 
perpetuate the memory of that old 
third-elass cruiser Vindictive, which 
‘went to her doom so gallantly when. 
she was sunk at Ostend Harbour in 
dottting up the German submarines, 
after having taken part in the raid 
at Zeebrugge, 
‘The new  Vindictive was used: 
fast cruiser to carry seaplanes 
the Grand Fleet, for which 
service she was provided “with 
4 hangar for the 'planes in lieu of a 
‘75-inch gun. In 1923-25 che became 
a cruiser again, but retained her sea- 
ies and catapult equipment. She 
‘served in the East for some time. 
Capt. J, C, Leach has taken 
over “command of the cruiser 
Cumberland, now in the last stages 
of her reconstruction at Chatham. He 
will take the ship out to the China 
Station, where she will become flag- 
ship of the Station Jn relief of the 
Kent ordered home for refit.

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CYCLE IN CATHAY 
By Buuawe 


Nothing is so symptomatic of 
‘modem restlessness as the stream 
of travellers encountered making 
tours of the world. ‘These interna- 
tional vagabonds, to the tramp of 
feet along the highway, the hum 
of the motor car, or just'plain con- 
niving and wheedling at any sort 
of a lift from place to place, are to 
be met everywhere and the lure 
of Cathay which induced Marco 
Polo to visit the mysterious land 
in the east six centuries ago has 
not lost its attraction, Shanghal, 
‘as one of the stops along the long 
road, knows them well. Hardly a 
week passes without one or more 
dropping into town, some of them 
genuine in their ‘claims: others 
obviously false, ‘They walk, ride 
Dieyeles and motor eycles, and in 
eases use cars. One couple pro- 
‘dueed a perambulator. They in~ 
clude Boy Scouts, adventurous 
college students, representatives of 
European youth organizations, 
many pscudo-journalists, Some of 
them are armed with books of 
newspaper clippings showing their 
progress, and official stamps and 
‘of obliging officials to sub- 
late thelr claims. Others do 
not carry books but sell picture 
posteards and narrate hair-raising 
stories of adventures in places lke 
Arabia when they plodded through 
the burning hot desert chased by 
bandits, Arabia is the favourite 
setting for such stories because it is 
so remote, 














Geographical inexactitudes char- 
acterize most of these stories 
‘There are grave doubts as to how 
some of these travellers covered the 
territory they claim, and many of. 
‘them smile foolishly when they are 
asked to explain how they walked 
from San Francisco to Shanghai, or 
motor from here to Japan. Few 
of them include China in their 
Itinerary. Hongkong to Shanghai 
is qenerally undertaken by steamer 
the reason given being that owing 
to unsettled conditions and the 
mountainous nature of the country 
it Is impossible to cycle across this 
Unk. The real reason is that most 
of these world travellers live only 
fon thelr claims and not on their 
performances, and exposure would 
be very easy if they attempted to 
romance about territory so close at 
hand, And yet these world eycling 
tours have been performed and 
China explored on the wheel. Sir 
John Foster Fraser, the distin 
guished journalist, traveller and 
ecturer, who died last month, with 
two other companions, one of whom 
settled down in Shanghai in 
business, made a world tour at the 
end of ‘last century and peddled 
‘every mile of their 19,237 miles’ trip 
excluding the strips of water dividing 
the countries they touched, Starting 
from London on Friday morni 
July 17, 1896 “when the dingy gilt 
hands on the clock face of St. 
Pancras Church pointed to half 
past five ....the roads were slushy 
and greasy... the sky was murky 
and scowling and London looked 
generally disagreeable..." | they 
eycled to Harwich, crossed over to 
the Continent by steamer and when 
their wheels touched the continental 
soll there was no pause until they 
had crossed Europe and Asia and 
arrived in Shanghai, entering China 
after touring Burma, 

















Shanghai's reception of the 
bearded, dishevelied trio at a time 
when the vietoria was the symbol 
of ‘wealth and comfeyt and the 
bieyele was the latest mechanicat 
transport appliance used by the 
fashionable furnishes an interesting 
chapter in the history of the city 
and the standards of the gay nineties.

‘They were four Americans who ha 
slept the night in a fleld in order 
to have the pleasure of being first 
to welcome them. Other cyclists 
Joined and a little cavalcade ap- 
peared at Jessfeld and escorted 
them along Soochow Creek. There 
they were welcomed by Mr. and

down to a gay bunting-decorated 
houseboat on the creek” where 
several hundred persons from 
‘Shanghai drove out in carriages to 
receive the trio who had already 
crossed about a score of countries

they entered the city completing @

But, 
thanks to ihe passivity of the 
vietims, the kidnappers have a good 
Yime' of it, In Nanking Road, they 
only need to stick a box of cigarettes 
‘under a rich man's nose to lead him 
(way quietly into a closed limousine 
‘and thence to the back of a shop 
where they will discuss leisurely for 
days, whole months even, the con- 
itions of the victim's rapidly mount- 
{ng ransom price and never will the 
Jatter or his relatives complain, for 
they know, the ravishers will ‘send 
any one who informs, straight to 
Buddha.

SIAN THE PROGRESSIVE CITY 


Electric Lights Introduced and Roads Widened : 
Constructive Building Programme 


This series of artict 
Parts of Mongolia, Shanst and Shen 





Sian has undergone a remarkable 
change since I was there two and 
a halt years ago. It has become 
quite a modern city. Broad, well- 
Paved roads have” been ‘driven 
through all parts of the city. ‘The 
street widening appears to have been 
earried through with a certain 
‘amount of ruthlessness that was 
perhaps unavoidable in view of the 
stubborn resistance that this some- 
what conservative province has 
shown to any form of change. 

‘The shopkeepers and property 
owners along the streets to be 
widened were ordered to move back 
thelr fronts by so. many feet. If 
they falled to do so within a certain 
period, it was done forcibly, ond 
without any regard to the feclings 
of the occupants. As showing the 
care with which the Sian authori- 
ties watch “over their roads: all 
vehicles using them, including carts 
and hand trucks, have had to dis- 
card the old broad  iron-rimmed 
wheels and adopt rubber tyres in- 
stead. As a result there are a large 
number of shops engaged in the new 
industry of ‘manufacturing these 
rubber-tyre cart wheels, 

‘The town is now lit by elusteiity, 
the plant being the old one from 
Nanking. At night the streiis and 
shops are a blaze of light, in strona 
contrast to thelr former ‘dark and 
Geserted ofpearance after niehtfatl 
‘A new gate has been opened in the 
north wall which Jeads to the rall- 
way station. Inside this part of the 
wall lies the old Manchu quarter 
which, when I was there before, was 
merely open fields with scarcely a 
single building. 

‘Well Lald-out Road System 


‘A new quarter has sprung up here 
with -well Jaid-out roads running at 
Fight ‘angles to each other, Many 
inns have been opened, but never- 
theless they are all full, in spite of 
thelr exorbitant charges, In this 
same section, Jess than half a mile 
from the railway station, Iles the 
marvel of modern Sian, the foreign- 
style hotel of the China Travel Ser- 
viee, a thoroughly up-to-date place 
with) all the latest modern conveni- 
ences, “It has only recently been 
opened and is, at present, one of 
the most comfortable hostelries in, 
North China, 

“Accompanying this rapid expansion 
of Sian, there has been a corres- 
Ponding’ increase in the population 
which Is now well over 200,000. The 
whole town has an air of bustling 
activity and progress. Various rea 
sons are suggested for the marked 
‘advance of Sian and the ‘central 

















portion of Shensi during the last 
two years, Some ascribe it to a 
Succession of good harvests, others 





to the inspiration of the Nanking 
Government who are sald to. be 
seeking to create an “Auxiliary 
Capital” here.

necessary revenues. This accounts, in 
part atleast, for the fact that oplum 
{s still” grown with official permis- 
sion in nineteen out of the 93 dis- 
friets, and. is still very widely 
smoked. But the real millstone 
Tound the neck of the province, the 
chief drag on its progress, is the 
normous number of troops that it 
has to support. I have never seen 
s0 many soldiers, as I saw tn Sin; 
every third person one met in the 
Streets belonged to one military 
foree or another. Apart from Gov- 
ernor Shao, there is also a Pacifica 
tion Commissioner, Yang Hu-cheng, 
‘once the. unchallenged ruler of 
Shensl, He still occupies the Hsin 
Cheng (New City), the headquarters 
of the old tartar-generals of Manchu 
times, a ttle fortress with high 
walls, situated Inside the northeast 
Quarter of Sian, 

‘Although shorn of most of his 
power—he has even sunk to third 
Place—he still maintains an army of 
his own, It might have been thought 
that a Civil Governor and a Pacl- 
fleation Commissioner would be suf- 
felent for the proper government of 
the comparatively poor province of 
Shensi. Such is not the case: it also 
enjoys the blessings of a Bandit

Sian, 
1,000,000 Soldiers 


Some people estimated that there 
‘were 1,000,000 soldiers in the pro- 
vinee. ‘This I consider too high; 
Somewhere between three and four 
hundred thousand would be nearer 
the mark, But even that figure is 
‘obviously out of all proportion to a 
province of 11,000,000 Inhabitants, 


the three rivers, the Yellow, the Wes 
‘and. Lo running through’ it and 
Joining up, From the temple the 
path runs south along a narrow ledge 
With a perpendicular cliff on one 
side and a.precipice on the other 
‘and then suddenly comes to a di 
fend. The only way on is straight up 
the face of the cliff by steps cut In 
the rock for about twenty feet, 0 
to the path which starts again’ im~ 
mediately above. This Is the famous 
“Ladder to'Heaven.” 

‘As one has two chains to hang on 
to, it is quite a simple matier ond 
not half so dreadful as it looks trom 
below. At a temple I was surprised 
fo notice that the altar cloth, a plece 
of colton print, was printed with 
Russian writing. It would be ine 
teresting to know what it says. The 
priest in charge did not know how it 
had come there, indeed he was quite 
unaware that it was anything but a 
form of decoration. 

‘The next thrill is the “Azure Dra- 
gon Ridge” (Tsanglungling), a steep, 
ascent up steps cut in a razor-back| 
ridge, reputed to be the most danger~ 
‘ous part of the whole route, And 
Indeed, if you are at all lable to 
get dizzy, it is as well to keep your 
eyes rigidly glued to the path and 
not look to right or left. ‘The steps| 
fare narrow here and the rock falls 
‘away sheer for hundreds of feet oa 
doth sides and Is quite bare, thus 
affording a very vivid idea of what 
‘will happen to you, if you do miss 
your footing. 

‘The Central Peak presents nothing 
of interest and can scarcely be called 
8 peak at all: nor would it probably 
have been s0 called but for the de- 
mands of symmetry. From here ore 
descends and then ascends by a nat= 
row and dizy ridge to the East 
Peak from where one oblains a 
striking view south of the sharp and] 
precipitous summits of the range._ 

‘Mountain Obelisks 


‘The views one gets in the Hussnaa| 
of the mountain shapes present, as 
hhas been pointed out by others, 0 
remarkable similiarity with mary of 
‘the scenes depicted in Chinese Jands- 
cape-painting. At the back of the 
East Peak is an ugly modern obelisie 
which defaces the landscape, erected 
by Yang Hu-cheng. Immediately be- 
ow on the south side, standing all 
by Itself on a peak of its own, and 
only accessible by x ticklish climb 
down the face of the rock, is a small 
bronze pavilion with the curious name 
"Chess-playing pavilion.” 

. ‘The next peak, the Southern Peak 
is the highest one of the Husshan, 
Jabout 6,000 feet. ‘The temple . here, 
"The Golden Heaven Palace,” is the 
goal of all pilgrims to the sacred 
mountain. At the top is an ugly 
pavilion recently repaired. From the 
South Peak another narrow and pre- 
cipitous causeway leads to the West- 
ern Peak. This peak is the summit 
of a vast precipice that falls per- 
pendieularly for well over 2,000 feet. 
Tt stands out very sharply defined 
against the sky and can be seen from 
nearly every part of the range and 
4s the first part of the Huashan that 












































one sees from the pla'n. 
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‘There are about 250,000 of the North- 
astern Army; Yang Hu-cheng has 
another 50 to 70,000 braves of his 
‘own; while there are said to be two 
Central Government divisions along 
the Kansu and Szechuen borders 

‘The Young Marshal and his army 
have been moved about from pillar 
to post ever since they lost Man 
chutia: first to Ichang, then to Han- 
Kow and now to Shensl, This ine 
vasion of the Northeastern Army is 
almost like a foreign immigration, 
for it moves not merely as an army, 
but as an independent population. 
When travelling on the Lung-Hai 
Rallway T saw whole trains piled 
high with its household goods and 
chattels, not to mention motor cars 
in which sat the ladies of the army. 
‘These soldiers have settled lke a 
horde of locusts on the country and 
enjoy a very bad name among the 
‘peasantry on account of thelr ox- 
actions. 

‘The Northoastern Army presents 
quite a’ problem for the Nanking 
Government, whlch probably nc- 
counts for the way it has been 
pushed about from one province to 
another, The bost, one supposes, 
would be, if it could be disbanded, 
bout this ‘naturally does not appeal 
to that army itself, which, composed 
as itis of tho ‘old Manchurian 
armies, is very clannish and holds 
Armly’'together, and still remembers 
the good old days when they lorded 
it in Manchuria, And as they are 
well armed and attached to thelr 
old leader, an attempt to disband 
them forelbly would be a very dan- 
erous job. 


Unwarranted Optimism 


I heard it suggested that, the 
reason why the Northeastern Army 
has been continually put on to 
‘bandit suppression work, was the 
hhope that it would graduaily weaken 
itself in so-called anti-Red campalgns, 
If that were really the dea behind 
the constant shifting about, it is, 
certainly a wrong calculation. From 
all accounts the Northeastern Army 
hhas not the faintest idea of sacrifice 
ing Itself In anti-Red campaigns for 
the sake of Nanking or anyone else. 
All it wants to do apparently, is to 
live as comfortably and as well as 
possible ‘on the provinee on which 
Tevhas been forced, Indeed, the 
mere mention of the words bandit 
suppression evoked a hearty laugh 
from all the citizens of Sian with 
whom T spoke, 

‘The whole northern part of Shenst 
is still in the hands of the Reds, and 
‘kind of armed truce seoms to reign 
in those parts, each party taking 
Good care not to annoy the othe 
‘According to the latest reports re- 
‘colved in Sian, the Reds were sald 
to be slowly’ moving westward 
apparently entirely at their lelsut 
Wwith the intention of entering Ning- 
sin and Kansu, If true, this will 
‘be good news for the inhabitants of 
Shensi who will thus be relieved of 
at least one of thelr plagues,
